SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Errol  School  Board: 

« 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  third 
annual  report  of  the  Errol  schools: 

Teachers 

Audrey  Brann  left  at  the  close  of  schools  in  June 
and  Doris  Hamlin  during  the  summer.  To  take  their 
places,  we  secured  Leona  B.  Fysh  for  grades  four  to 
six  and  Margaret  E.  Torrey  for  Domestic  Arts  and  the 
Junior  High.  Early  in  January  Mr.  Ramsey,  our 
headmaster,  was  selected  by  the  Tamworth  School 
Board  to  become  the  headmaster  of  their  high  school 
with  a  liberal  increase  in  salary.  To  take  his  place, 
Donovan  H.  Stevens,  Franklin,  was  selected.  Mi: 
Stevens  has  had  considerable  experience  in  Junior 
High  School  work.  We  feel  that  we  are  indeed  fortu- 
nate to  be  able  to  get  a  man  with  experience  to  take 
Mr.  Ramsey's  position  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

Enrollment  September  1936 

The  enrollment  by   grades  is  as  follows:       Grade 
1—6;     Grade  H— 8;     Grade    HI— 10;     Grade    IV— 7; 
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Grade    V— 10;    Grade  VI— 9;    Grade  VII— 4;    Grade 
VIII— 8 ;  Grade  IX— 8 ;  and  Grade  X— 8. 

The  total  of  registration  is  78,  which  is  two  less 
than  last  year.  There  are  13  tuition  pupils  from  Mills- 
field  and  10  from  Wentworth  Location.  Two  of  the 
Wentworth  Location  pupils  dropped  out  of  the  9th 
grade  after  a  very  short  time. 

Transportation 

The  transportation  of  pupils  is  a  difficult  problem 
to  solve  at  times  owing  to  families  moving  into  camps 
in  out  of  the  way  places.  The  uncertain  period  of 
them  remaining  is  an  added  difficulty. 

The  transportation  routes  are  as  follows:  Clayton 
Turner  transporting  five  pupils  from  Parson's  Land- 
ing and  Eight  from  Wentvlorth's  Location;  Archie 
Thurston  has  nine  pupils;  and  James  Jordan  sixteen 
from  Errol  and  thirteen  from  Millsfield.    ■■ 

There  are  two  families  with  five  children  in  the 
Henry  Enman's  lumber  camp,  who  have  given  more  or 
less  trouble.  The  State  Board  has  approved  a  private 
school  for  the  camp  but  that  has  not  solved  all  of  the 
problem.  We  are  in  hopes  that  the  situation  will  be 
settled  soon  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

Equipment 

Books  and  supplies  have  been  purchased  as  need, 
ed.  Quite  a  few  new  books  will  be  needed  for  another 
year  as  many  of  the  books  now  in  use  are  in  bad  con- 
dition. Much  more  reading  material  is  needed  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

Building 

The  building  has  been  wired  for  electricity  and 
lights  installed.    The  lights  are  a  great  help. 

A  new  lock  has  been  put  on  the  outside  door  to 
comply  with  the  State  requirements. 
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The  toilets  need  to  be  repaired  or  replaced  and 
something  done  to  the  basement  floor  to  prevent  water 
from  flowing  over  it  every  spring  and  when  we  have 
a  heavy  rain.  There  is  an  article  in  the  Warrant  call- 
ing attention  to  these  needs. 

Health 

Miss  Frances  J.  Varney  of  Colebrook  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  health  work  as  in  former  years.  She  de- 
votes about  ten  days  to  that  work  in  our  schools  each 
year.  Her  last  report  shows  twelve  pupils  who  are 
under  weight,  three  with  defective  vision,  thirty-two 
with  defective  teeth,  four  with  diseased  tonsils,  and 
forty-nine  un vaccinated.  There  is  a  question  whether 
or  not  we  should  hold  a  dental  clinic  in  town  so  that 
we  may  clear  up  some  of  the  cases  of  defective  teeth. 
Thitry-seven  pupils  were  reported  as  having  been  vac- 
cinated since  the  last  report. 

School  Census 

The  school  census  taken  last  September  showed 
40  boys  and  19  girls  or  a  total  of  59  in  town  between 
the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen.  Of  these  five  between  five 
and  eight  were  not  in  school.  All  the  others  were  ac- 
counted for  in  school — 54. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  schools 
September  30,  1936  was  71  between  five  and  sixteen 
and  three  over  sixteen.  The  number  attending  high 
school  outside  of  the  district  is  two.  There  were  re- 
ported nineteen  in  our  schools  whose  residence  was 
elsewhere. 

Statistics 

From  the  registers  last  June  the  following  data 
was  gleaned:  The  schools  were  actually  in  session 
thirty-six  weeks  net,  the  number  of  different  pupils 
registered  eighty-one,  the  per  cent  of  attendance  was 
92.41,  there  were  four  pupils  with  a  perfect  record  for 
the  year,  there  were  seventy-seven  tardy  marks,  forty- 
four  pupils  transported  at  the  expense  of  the  district, 
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seven  visits  made  to  the  schools  by  school  board  mem- 
bers, sixty-one  by  citizens,  and  119  by  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools.  Six  school  board  meeting  were  held. 
There  were  five  girls  who  completed  the  work  of  the 
tenth  grade  last  June. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  may  state  that  conferences  are 
held  with  individual  teachers  when  her  particular 
problems  have  been  discussed  and  suggestions  made  as 
to  methods,  managements,  etc.  Some  excellent  work 
is  being  done  in  the  schools.  There  seems  to  be  good 
co-operation  throughout  the  system.
